Historic Clock 


On Display Now 
In I ptown Store 


A clock with an unusual his­ 
tory is on display in the window 
of The Jewel Box, 40 John Street. 
Known as the Westinghouse 
clock, it was presented to George 
Westinghouse, inventor of the 
air brake and the steam ham­ 
mer, 
by 
employes. 
Made 
in 
F ra n c e , the clock depicts the in­ 
ventor at a steam forge, one of 
his inventions. The clock move­ 
ment 
actuates 
the 
miniature 
steam 
hammer 
before 
which 
stands 
Westinghouse 
at 
the 
forge, the steam hammer taking 
the part which usually is that 
of the pendulum of a time piece. 
The clock, a complicated piece 
of machinery, was recently re­ 
pair'd and put in operating con­ 
dition by Richard Meyer, John 
Street jeweler. 
Originally given to Westing- 
house by employes, the clock is 
presently owned 
by

Ethel Jackson, 41 
Washington 
Avenue. The occasion on which 
Westinghouse was presented with 
the timepiece is unknown. Later 
it was given to Mary I). N. W alk­ 
er Hewitt, a sister of Mr. West- 
inghousc’s wife, M a r g u e r i t e 
W alker Westinghouse.

Benefit From Goodwill 
Tours Is Ouestioned

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two el­ 
derly men—President Eisenhower 
at 69 and Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev almost 66—are giving them­ 
selves a mean, physical beating 
with their foreign journeys in the 
hope it will benefit their countries. 
Are their trips worth the ex­ 
pense in physical punishment and 
time away from 
their jobs 
at 
home? That question is still un­ 
answered. despite the big recep­ 
tions both men get. 


Momentary Impression 


The ovations given them by mil­ 
lions of people in the backward 
countries doesn’t necessarily im­ 
ply any more than a sup£rficial. 
polite and curious response to the 
visit of celebrities. 
The polite and often platitudi-! 
nous statements by the two lead­ 
ers when they are not whizzing 
through the crowd with nig grins 
and waving arms, can hardly do 
more than create a momentary | 
impression of goodwill. 
After all, neither man is going 
to anger his hosts with antagonis­ 
tic statements or tough talk, al­ 
though the explosive Khrushchev 
has done more in this direction 
than Eisenhower. 
Both men are doing a selling 
job. In the end their customers, 
the people of the backward na­ 
tions,. will base their future atti­ 
tudes on positive follow-up results. 
Just how' much follow-up Eisen­ 
hower and Khrushchev have in 
mind remains to be seen. 
Khrushchev started these trips 
after Stalin’s death with visits to 
Western Europe and Asia. At the 
time he had a practical reason: 
The tyrant Stalin was newly dead 
and the world - wide sinister im­ 


pression of the Soviet Union he 
created remained. 


Both Away Now 


Eisenhower must have felt* he 
could do no less than Khrushchev. 
He, too, became a world traveler: 
to Europe, Asia. North Africa, and 
now- South America. Now’ the two 
most important world leaders are 
out beating the goodwill bushes at 
the same time. 
In the past, when much slower 
travel meant the top men would 
have to be aw’ay from home base 
too long, it was natural for their 
foreign ministers to do the travel­ 
ing while the No. 1 men stayed 
home. 
That picture has changed. It’s 
a good bet. since travel is now- 
faster, that in the future there will 
be more, not few’er, summit meet­ 
ings and other get-togethers be­ 
tween the national leaders. 


Ike Swings to View 


Eisenhower 
himself 
seems 
to 
have swung around toward this 
view in just a few vnonths. Only 
last summer he told friends he 
looked bleakly on meetings by the 
top men and preferred the old- 
fashioned 
way 
of 
doing 
things 
through foreign ministers. 
But there’s a big difference be­ 
tween the top men trying to settle 
problems at a summit meeting 
and the same men darting off by 
themselves on world journeys to 
grin and offer not much more than 
shining generalities. 
It remains to be demonstrated 
that these individual goodwill trips 
by the top—and aging— leaders do 
any more than shorten thoir lives 
and use up time that could be bet­ 
ter spent at home, thinking.

Taking its first concrete step* 
toward a building expansion pro­ 
gram to meet the population ex­ 
plosion in the district, the Onte 
ora Central Schools Board of Ed­ 
ucation has authorized its Com­ 
mittee for Engineering and Arch­ 
itectural Requirements to con­ 
sider drafting immediate plans 
for: 
1* employment of an architect. 
2) Development and submis­ 
sion of a proposed building pro­ 
gram adequate to meet district 
requirements. . . for genera] 
Board of Education approval. 
Action was taken empower­ 
ing the committee to function at 
Monday Night’s largely attended 
special meeting in the Boiceville 
building. 
One 
of 
the 
largest 
crowds of taxpayers in recent 
years, more than 40, attended 
the meeting. 
The Board expressed the hope 
that the action of this committee 
will move in rapid fashion to 
recommend additional classroom 
area to accommodate 2,333 stu­ 
dents that are expected by Sep­ 
tember, 1964. 
Three-Hour Meeting 
Board action came near the 
* ;id of a three-hour meeting dur­ 
ing 
which 
several 
individual 
members proposed solutions for 
the new expansion. 
Principal William H. Doming, 
who at the outset of the meeting 
recommended that Woodstock re­ 
tain 
its 
present 
K-6 
status, 
dwelled on three main aspects 
of the current problem and the 
board’s steps to meet. 
Alluding to the many plans 


■ that 
were 
presented, 
Deining 
said: 
“The board as a whole was 
fully aware of the increasing en- 
; rollment problem and all seem 
; interested in promoting action 
! to provide additional classroom 
! space at the earliest opportunity. 
! It is also heartening to see that 
all members appeared willing to 
sponsor a building program of 
I sufficient 
scope 
to 
adequately 
meet 
future 
housing 
require- 
j ments." 
Interest Is Heartening 
Doming went on to say that 
“it is very stimulating to see 
such a large attendance of resi­ 
dents. Their participation cer­ 
tainly indicated that the dis­ 
trict’s whole populace is aware 
and concerned with the educa­ 
tional program that will be avail­ 
able for (he district’s children in 
the next 7 or 8 years. 
“There seems to be a unani­ 
mity of opinion that the people 
are in favor of building ade- 
: quately,” Deming said. “An air

location of any new additional 
building. 
“It appears to me,” Deming

NEW YORK (AP)—Milk plant 
engineers have postponed a strike 
that rould rut off more than half 
the city's fresh milk supply.

night the engineers had agreed not 
to strike as planned this morning. 
They did not say how long the 
postponement would last. 
Representatives of two locals of 
the International Union of Operat­ 
ing Engineers, immediately went 
into a joint session with media­ 
tors and the greater New York and 
New Jersey Milk Dealers Assn. 
This session broke up early to­ 
day, mediators- then met separate­ 
ly with the two groups. 
The negotiations were adjourn­ 
ed at 4:30 a. m. Mediators said 
representatives 
of 
management 
and the union would be in touch 
with each other later today to ar­ 
range for another meeting—prob­ 
ably Wednesday. 
Mediators 
indicated 
that 
no 
progress had been made in the 
post-midnight talks. 
There were indications that the 
engineers would continue working 
as long as the talks continued. 
Local 30 of the union had voted 
to strike at midnight last night if 
no agreement had been reached 
on wage demands. It 'wants $23.30 
a week more in a two-year con­ 
tract or $28.30 more in a three- 
year pact. 
The 
companies 
have 
offered 
only a three-year contract with 
$14.50 a week more for engineers 
and $12.50 more weekly for me­ 
chanics. Engineers now make $124 
a week and mechanics make $111.

Bills lo Protect 
Consumer Urged 


By Local C of C 


Inform ation on two more bills 
introduced in the S tate Legisla­ 
ture was released today by the 
Kingston A rea Cham ber of Com­ 
merce. 
The two bills outlined today 
are 
designed 
to 
protect 
con­ 
sum ers against fraudulent prac­ 
tices and m isleading advertising. 
The Cham ber of Commerce fa­ 
vors the passage of both bills re­ 
ferred to below. 
There is a S t a t e law on the 
books 
to 
protect 
individuals 
from fraudulent practices when 
buying real estate, securities or 
services of an undefined nature. 
This law prohibits the use of 
false or m isleading advertising. 
However, it is not well defined in 
relation to the norm al consum er 
goods or services offered to the 
general public. 
As a result of 
com plaints from m any sources, a 
bill, S. I. 197, has been intro­ 
duced in the Senate th a t wrould 
redefine m erchandise and serv- 
ivecs to be any consum er goods. 
It also defines the buyer as the 
general public. 
It precisely pro­ 
hibits the use of false, m islead­ 
ing 
or 
deceptive 
statem ents 
w ith regard to the sale, lease 
or trade of articles or services to 
the general public. 
O bjectionable and misleading 
forms of advertising have been 
under fire for some tim e. This 
type usqally advertises articles 
for sale at a sm all percentage of 
their true value. However, when 
the public tries to purchase those 
articles 
they 
often 
find 
th at 
there w'as no bonatide intent to 
sell the article at th a t price but 
ra th e r to find prospects, who 
wrero in the m arket for that type 
of article. 
’This is calh d “bait” 
advertising. 
A fter 
answ ering 


such ads 
the purchaser often 
finds himself in the hands of an 
astute salesm an. 
If th at person 
is not ot the nature to resist the 
sales pressure, 
he often finds 
him self saddled w ith some a rti­ 
cle for which he agrees to pay 
exhorbitant price. 
B ait adver­ 
tisem ent and high pressure tac­ 
tics are often used by fly-by- 
night 
outfits 
th at 
come 
into 
i town, m ake a cleanup and leave. 
This has happened too often lo­ 
cally. 
A nother bill. A, I. 637. has 
been introduced in the Assembly 
to specifically prohibit the use 
of bait advertising. 
In addition 
to spelling out w hat is consid­ 
ered 
bait 
advertising, 
it 
also 
spells out the penalty for in­ 
fringem ent of the proposed law. 
The C ham ber of Com m erce 
approves the passage of the bills 


referred to above and suggests 
th at local businessmen investi­ 
gate 
this 
proposed 
legislation 
and let our elected representa­ 
tives know how they feel about 
them.

On May 5 President Eisenhower | 
is to present Guilfoil an award at j 
a meeting of the PCKPH in Wash­ 
ington. The citation is for out­ 
standing help given by Gouilfoil

capped despite his own impair­ 
ment. 
An aerial photographer for the j 
Air Force in World War II, he" 
suffered 
spinal 
meningitis 
and 
polio in service and- spent two 
years in a hospital. Confined to a 
wheel chair he found it impossible' 
to obtain employment. 
In 1930, Guilfoil and about 6(1 
other paraplegics decided to fHxil 
their resources and set up their 
own business. 
“We decided from the start that 
we were not going to weave rugs 
or make baskets, or indulge in any 
of

prises,” Guilfoil says. 
Tlie group founded Paraplegics 
Manufacturing Co. in a one-story 
factory 
building 
in 
suburban 
Franklin Park. The firm assem­ 
bles 
mechanical,

electronic parts. 
Guilfoil became president of the 
company. 
Today the company has about 
100 workers. Only two are not 
handicapped. Most of the others 
work from wheel chairs. . 
In addition to paraplegics, there 
are the blind, polio victims, ampu­ 
tees, cardiacs, the deaf and mute, j 
and a number with progressive j 
disabilities such as muscular dys­ 
trophy and multiple sclerosis. 
With the exception of 195*1 and ( 
1955, the company has shown a j 
profit each year. The last several i 
years it has paid dividends on its | 
stock, most of which is held by 
employes. 
Guilfoil says the company now 
Is doing a $750,000-a-year volume 
of business and expects to reach 
a million by the end of this year.
